A Chambersburg ambulance driver 
died Thursday night of a rifle wound 
within seven hours after his assail­ 
ant succumbed to burns suffered 
while he was a prisoner. 
The 
ambulance 
driver, 
Russell 
Kyle, who was also operator of the 
truck of the Goodwill fire company. 
Chambersburg, was shot in the leg 
Tuesday at the firehouse by Elmer 
Heller, 46, ai so of Chambersburg. 
Heller died at 1:30 o’clock T hurs­ 
day afternoon at the Harrisburg 
state hospital, where he wras re­ 
moved Wednesday night from the 
Chambersburg hospital. Dr. Howard 
E. Milliken. Dauphin county coro­ 
ner, said death resulted from burns 
that covered three-fourths of Ins 
body. 
Kyle died at the Chambersburg 
hospital, where surgeons amputated 
his wounded left leg to halt the 
spread of infection. 
After wounding Kyle. Heller, who

persons and who gave no reason for 
shooting the ambulance driver, was 
taken by police to the Franklin 
county jail in Chambersburg.

Carlisle, Pa., Nov. 3 (AP) — Mor­ 
ris Berman, of Philadelphia, is on 
five years' probation and has been 
fined $1,000 and casts and ordered 
him to return 255 acres of Warren 
county oil land to its original own­ 
ers. 
In addition, Judge Fled S Reese 
ordered Berman Thursday to re­ 
turn 
$1,440 to tw'o residents of 
Mechanicsburg. Kart E Yuengel and 
Mrs. Estelle Thomas Steele, who had 
Invested in the lands under Berman’s 
“Warren Group No. I" oil promo­ 
tion plan. 
Testimony was offered to show 
that 75 investors throughout the 
state had put a total of $236,000 in 
the venture.

DIES DATA USED

Harrisburg, Pa., Nov. 3 (AP) — 
■•Disclosures” bv the Dies congres­ 
sional com m ittee investigating un- 
American activities were cited by the 
state today in a reply to a suit in 
federal court challenging Pennsyl­ 
vania's new alien registration law. 
Effective December I, the act re­ 
quires all aliens over 18 except par­ 
ents of American war veterans and 
those who have resided in the United 
States a t least 30 years to register 
annually with the state Departm ent 
of Labor and Industry. 
Attorney G eneral Claude T. Reno 
has been directed by United States 
district court in Scranton to outline

In a brief prepared for tile court, 
Reno and his assistants declared the 
main purpose of the alien act is to 
promote highway safety and law en ­ 
forcem ent. 
Under the law, unregis­ 
tered aliens cannot obtain automo­ 
bile driver’s or owner’s privileges and 
registration cards must be shown 
upon request by a police officer. 
The reply adds, however, th at state 
officials “could, if they so desired, re­ 
cite x x x how the disclosures of the 
Dies com m ittee x x x have shown 
th a t a group of propagandists from 
the com intern and the German bund 
have preached x x x doctrines de­ 
structive of the ideals and stand­ 
ards upon which this republic was 


founded and to which it owes more 
than 150 years of a prosperous exist­ 
ence.*”
